THE SIEGE OF PARIS. 
Bembardment an Impessibility. 

New Yorx, December 20.—The Heraid’® 
Brussels correspondeat telegraphs this morn- 
ing that the bombardment of Paris is declared 
to be impossible. It is not humanity which 
restrains the Prussians, butsimply an impossi- 
bility for them to succeed, as they have 
neither the number nor calibre of guas neces- 
sary. They have only five hundred guns, 
mainly twenty-four pounders, The French 
which command the batteries can 
destroy them the moment they opea fire.

Loxpox, Dec, 20.—A correspondent writes 
from Vendome that neither of the French ar- 
mies, commanded by Uhausey and Bourbaki, 
number less than 100,000 mep, and they can 
draw reinforcements from jother parts of 
France of nearly double that nuuiber. The 
appearance of the French armies is favorable. 
Many of the men are small in stature, but the 
meéjority are large, athletic fellows. I have 
seen whole companies of Garde Mobiles 
which presented the appearance of compris- 
ing picked men. _ All that is neccesary is the 
getting of these men accustomed to standing 
fire. They are raw troops now, but as was 
the case ia the United States during the re- 
belliop, ateadiness on the battie-field is sure 

o come. 
What the Armies are Doing. 

A Verdome correspondent writes on the 
14th: Maneuvering is the order of the day 
with the Fiench army, commanded by Gen- 
eral Chausey, and the Germans under the 
Duke of Mecklenburg and Prince Frederick 
Charlies. As a consequence there are more 
exhausting marches than hard fighting at 
present. , 

Lowpon, Dec. 20, 10 a. w.—The military 
movements in the field continue active, and 
the French are evidently endeavoring to con- 
eentrate.

Loupon, Dec. 20,—The French forces were 
attecked by General Werder at Nuits, where 
they were in large numbers and held a strong 
position, The Germans captured 6,000 pris- 
oners, together with the town. The French 
were southward on Monday. A 
French force of 10,000 strong has been de- 
feated at Paislay and Fontelle. 


LUXEMBOURG.

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SAN DOMINGO. 

Wasasinoton, Dec, 20.—A movement was 
made on the Senate to-day to ‘tomply with 
the President’s desire for action on the San 
Domingo annexation scheme before the holi- 
day recess. The joint resolution proposed by 
Mr. Morton for the appointment of a commis- 
sion ‘o visit the island to mquire into its con- 
dition, the views of its people on annexation, 
&., was taken up by a vote of 86 to 13, 
whereupon the opposition at once interposea 
amotion, made by Mr. Schurz, to refer them 
to the Committee on Foreign Relations. Ona 
his motion a long discussion arose, which 
branehed into the merits of the ques 
tion. Some excellent points were 
made sgairet it by Mesers. Schurz and 
Thurman. The former thought it would take 
several years to optain all the information de- 
sired by joint resolution, while the latter de- 
clared that there was no precedent for nor 
power in the Constitution to annex territory 
by a joint resolution of Congress, except it be 
in the shape of an organized State, as was the 
case with Texas. No vote was taken, and it 
is now very evident that nene will be reached 
till atter the holiday recess, Mr. Sumner will 
make an elaborate speech against it to mor- 
row, 

AMNESTY. 

There was 4 long and ipteresting debate in 
the House to-day, on the amnesty bill. The 
galleries were crowded during the most of 
the session. No vote was reached oa the 
bill, bat there were several divisions which 
indicated very clearly that no universal meas- 
ure will pase, byt that one will be adopted 
which will only except all persons who left 
the military, naval or civil service to join the 
rebellion. - Butler, however, has already noti- 
fied the House that if his bill is not adopted 
he will move to recommit the whole question, 
and thus attempt to prevent any final action 


| by the House at preeent. 


OCEAN CABLE. 

The House Committee on Foreign Aflairs 
at their meeting to-day unanimously egreed 
to report a bill allowing any company 
to land tubmarine cables* on the shores 
of the United States, with such restrictions 
on their regulations as will permit the mes- 
sages of the Government to bave precedence 
at alltimes. There are other immaterial res- 
crvations.

The 
notable exception was a bill to comply 
with the wishes of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, for the issue of the 
three hundred millions of five per cent. 
gold bonds, interest payable quarterly, and to 
authorize quarterly interest on two hundred 
millions under the act of July last, making a 
total of five hundred milhons of five per cent. 
bonds into which to refund the public debt. 
Thieis substantially the same bill pending 
before the Ways and Means Commitiee. 

WAR LOSSES AND DAMAGES. 

The Southern members of Congress in- 
tend to support a proposition to be made 
after the holidays for the appointment of 
three commiseioners to examine all claims 
for losses and damages arising out of the war, 
and report to Congress at each session till the 
labor is ended, which must be within two 
years. It-is to be especially stipulated that 
no claims shall be made for losses of slaves. 

THE SHIP BUILDERS, 

A delegation, representing the*’Maine ship 
builders, was before the House Commerce 
Committee advocating various remedies for 
the revival of the American ship building in- 
terest. Mr. John Padman a'so appeared, and 
advocated free trade on ships. 

THE FOREIGN MAILS. 

In consequence of the loss of the . Bremen 
steamer, Uniod, a short time siace, the 
agents of the Bremen lime, in New 
York, atfnounce that they will dispatch 
ne steamers on Saturday, and that ali mails 
by that line will have to lie over until the 
pext day ofsailing. The Postmaster General 
therefore 1ecommaends the public on this oc- 
casion to direct their European and Eastern 
letters via Ecgland. 

AN ARMY ORDER. 

The Secretary of War bas issued an order 
directing that orders ard instructions, whose 
nature leaves ro discretionary power on im- 
mediate commanders to notify or suspend 
them, will be iransmiited direct to the officer 
urder whose immediate authority they are 
tobe executed. Communications from su- 
ferior to inferior officers will be answered 
through the same channels as received.

Garrbaidi in Fiance. 


Never did the Government of National 
Detense, which is now in power in France, 
commit a graver errcr than by sending 
General GARIBALDI tocemmand the mili- 
tary forces in the southeastern provinces of 
France. It was oi the utmost importance 
for the weliare of that country to have a 
man placed in command in those districts 
who was able to excite the enthusiasm of 
their population, around , whose banner 
their young men would rally, so that a 
force could be formed im the rear of the 
invadiog armies, which could cut off their 
supplies while the army of the Loire would 
intercept their progress. The people of 
this part of France are brave, hearty and 
patriotic, but they are the most bigoted 
Catholics in the world, and priest-ridden 
in the extreme. That the appomtment of 
such a man as GARIBALDI, whom their 
priests had always painted to them black 
as Satan, would be anything but popular 
emopg them, was to be expected, and the 
means he has taken since then to manifest 
his power are hardly calculated to dispel 
this bad impression. 

He has proceeded in the most arbitrary 
and unwarranted manner, declaring him. 
seli dictator, as it were, over the provinces 
occupied by his troops. Without the least 
regard to the feelings and opinions of the 
inhabitants, he has arrested and executed 
priests who were the idols of their respec- 
tive congregations; he has taken posses- 
sion of convents, whose priests he drove 
forth into poverty, although these friars 
had manifested the most patriotic spirit, 
rousing the youth of the country to arms, 
and equipping and feeding them with their 
own money. By his order, the palace of 
the Bishop of Autun has been searched and 
plundered in the middle of the night, and 
the venerable Bishop, a man held in high 
esteem by everybody, grossly insulted and 
maltreated. Private citizens have been 
dragged before a military tribunal at his 
command, and executed without mercy. 
Such,and countless other outrages, are 
said to have been perpetrated by the man 
who had been intrusted with the command 
of the volunteers which he proposed to ob- 
tain from districts whose population is so 
grossly maltreated by him. 

What is the consequence of this treat- 
ment? Truly if the wily Prussian Chan- 
cellor had undertaken to pick out a man 
for GARIBALDI’s place, he could not have 
chosen one that would have done more 
good to the Germans. Hatred begets ha- 
tred, and we do not wonder if the priests 
and the people they control, instead of ral- 
lying around GARIBALDI's banner and 
doing everything in their power to support 
his cause, as they undoubtedly would have 
done with a more popular and reasonable 
man, feel incensed in the highest degree 
against him and his red shirts, whom they 
deem the Apostles of Beelzebub. Even 
the German invaders seem to them prefer- 
able to their defenders, for the German 
commanders have shown their sagacity 
once more by sending troops from the 


Cathohe parts of Germany to oppose him, 


ercise of their religion. This mistaken 
policy cn the part Of-the Tours Govern- 
ment has therefore prevented a general 
uprising of those provinces of Fiance, an 
uprising which would haye proved fatal 
to the Germans, who bave their bands full 
in the west and could hardly have with- 
stood the attack from an army in their 
rear. 

General GARIBALDI, a8 a French paper 
rightly observes, did not come to fight for 
France, but for a republic, and not as much 
for a French republic as for a universal 
republic. He cares little whether he 
wounds the French in their religious be. 
lief, for he believes that it is his mission to 
fight the priests as well as the Germans, of 
whom the latter, he says and doubtless 
believes, are by no means the worst ene 
mies of the French people. It is very 
evident that General Garrmatpr did not 
understand the situation in France. He 
confounded the clergy of France with that 
' of Italy, where the priests have always 
been the natural enemies of all nationa; 
' and patriotic aspirations. To fight the 
' minions of the Pope has always been the 
lot of Italian hberals, and the Italian na | 


the nation. In the earlv part of the war | 
they thundered against Prussia from every 
pulpit, and the youpg men flocked to the 
army; but when GARIBALDI commenced 
his raid on the clergy all this was changed 
and the war in that region bas assumed 
more the character of a civil war than that 
of a war of detense against invaders. The 
people see all the ancient institutions of 
their country, which they have been 
taught to love and revere, assailed by 
gang ot aliens and of persons who have 
assumed the red shirt fn order to perpetrate 
outrages and lawlessness; and their ardor 
is chilled, if not turned into open hostility.

tralized the spirit of resistance.

His Honbor ably reviewed the instructions, ap- 
plyimg the law to the facts in this case, and de- 
cided adverse to the defendant on all the grounds ;

He came direct to St. Louis from the East in 
1857, and opened an office; and, excepting the 
periods he participated in public life, has been 
a lawyer in active Sw tice up to the present 
tume. Politically Mr. Pe ig after the strict- 
est sect,has llved a Radic He was elected to 
the Legislature from the Seventh Representa- 
tive dwtrict in 1867, and durivg that year and 
1868 he took a prominent part in the discus- 
sion of all important measures. He drafted 
the bill by which the State assumed the pay- 
ment of its interests, and his support of this 
measure Originated a quarrel between him and 
the Democrat, aud the lapse of time has failed 
to restore the harmony which formerly ex- 
isted. Hetook an active part in procurin 
the passage of the bills bv which the Pacific 
Railroad was sold to its stockholders and the 
South Pacific railroad was sold to its present 
owpers. He also assisted in the measures 
by which the Iron Mountain road was
